FRANKFORT, Ky. — Gov. 
Louie B. Nunn called Lt. Gov. 
Wendell Ford’s challenge to the 
governor to call a special ses 
sion of 'he General Assembly 
to remove immediately the 
sales tax on food “ridiculous." 

Nunn said Ford’s suggestion 
was a “political blunder . . . 
and the most irresponsible sug¬ 
gestion that any candidate for 
governor ever made." 

Ford's suggestion had come 
in response to a promise made 
by his Republican opponent for 
governor, Tom Emberton, that 
if elected he would seek re 
moval of the sales tax on food 
and seek a severance tax on 
minerals to help make up the 
loss in revenue. 

To cut the current "delicate¬ 
ly balanced” budget at this 


violates the spirit of our high¬ 
way beautification programs." 

After the news conference. 
Emberton's stand was endorsed 
by H. A. Ritchie, president of 
t h e Kentucky Conservation 
Council, and Wayne Davis, a 
University of Kentucky profes¬ 
sor and ecology advocate.

I encies that are lax in enforcing 
anti-pollution laws and regula 
tions. He said the proposed leg¬ 
islation would give “all citizens 
. . . direct access to our courts 
so that they can participate in 
I the efforts to cleanse our en- 
I vironment."

MUSHROOMS FROM 
CAVES — Mushrooms are 
delicate and costly food, bu' 
its a big business. 'Three years 
ago Jonathan Shaw, a British 
mushroom grower, saw possi¬ 
bilities of growing mushrooms 
in abandoned limestone 
mines in Carter County, Ky. 
and started growing them in 
the caves. He got a loan of 
$375,900 from the Kentucky 
Industrial Development Fi¬ 
nance Authority and expand¬ 
ed the business, kn^wn as 
Kentucky Mushroom Farms. 
Inc. Last week he <?ot another 
loan, of $199,800. with which 
to expand the business and 
add more workers. Shaw 
claims the expansion will add 
about $1 million in payrolls 
by 1974. Abandoned mines 
and caves near Lawton are 
ideal for growing mushrooms 
because of darkness, tempera¬ 
ture and humidity inside the 
caves. Shaw's mushroom farm 
is one of the biggest in Ameri¬ 
ca, but Pennsylvania still pro¬ 
duces more mushrooms than 
any other state.

tell you — and their obvious 
affection for it paradoxically 
rings through— "was surely the 
most malevolent melange of 
nuts and bolts and synchroized 
gears ever fashioned by human 
hand.” 

But given adequate care and 
properly cussed, it printed 
countless hundreds of thousands 
of papers during its long ca 
reer. 

Just how many Couriers have 
come off that old press during 
its lifetime? 

Under present ownership a- 
lone, roughly 2,860,000 Couriers 
were printed on the Babcock 
between 1944 and 1966 when it 
was retired after installation of 
a modern automatic press 
Since 1910, when Wallace Car- 
roway started The Courier, 
roughly 6 million copies of the 
Courier were printed on the 
Babcock. These figures do not 
include the two other papers—- 
The Elliott County News and 
The Wolfe County News— 
which the present management j 
has printed in The Courier shop 
for a number of years. 

Anyway, it’s gone, and the 
nature of its demise was enough 
to make a printer cry. It’s pro¬ 
bably just as well that the pub 
lisher of this newspaper and 
its longtime shop foreman, 
Charlie Goble, (who together 
during the past 25 years put a- 
round 1,044 editions of The 
Courier to press on the Bab¬ 
cock) were not present Saturday 
v hen the junkman came to take 
it away. 

As it was, this country print¬ 
er who learned newspapering 
handfeeding the Babcock, ac¬ 
quired a deep aversion (unfair 
and totally unreasonable, to be 
sure) to anything connected with 
the scrap metal business. Within 
a matter of hours, the Babcock, 
object of so much careful care 
and attention for so many, I 
many years, was torn asunder 
before our eyes and beaten to 
smithereens with a sledge ham¬ 
mer wielded by a man whose 
only conception of its value was 
ill dollars and cents per so 
many hundreds pounds of metal. 

It was enough to make a 
printer cry, and if Dave Link 
doesn't get that da....ed spot off 
the floor soon. . .

Courier Fixture 
For 60 Years Gone 

After years of disuse and be¬ 
nign neglect, an aged fixture of 
this newspaper plant met its 
demise last weekend, probably 
marking the end of an era or 
something at The Courier of¬ 
fice. At any rate, a vague, un¬ 
spoken sense of loss pervades 
our plant this week. 

The old handfed Babcock 
newspaper press — upon which 
thousands of editions of this 
newspaper were printed be¬ 
tween 1910 and 1966 — is gone, 
the place it occupied marked 
now only by an ugly oily spot 
on the fioor. A shovel and num¬ 
erous scrubbings by Dave Link 
have failed to erase it The 
spot remains, a vaguely sad re¬ 
minder to all the older Courier 
hands of an earlier, simpler era. 
of the implaccable march of 
time, and inevitability of chan¬ 
ge, and puts this scribe in mind 
of a line from Shakespeare: 
“Out. d.. ed spot, etc.” 

Cantankerous and unpredict¬ 
able. cursed and malaigned by 
printers — some of whose nam¬ 
es now emblazon graveyard 
stones — the old Rabcock for 
more than half a century was 
the mechaniral heart of this 
newspaper. However, since be¬ 
ing retired after installation of 
n new press a few years ago. 
it had served no useful purpose 
and had taken up needed floor 
space. Though delayed as long 
as possible, its removal was in¬ 
evitable. 

During its long life, it re¬ 
ceived a few kind words — net 
because it was unappreciated 
(after all it earned the bread 
and butter), hut because Cour¬ 
ier printers learned from ex¬ 
perience that to brag on it was 
to court disaster. (Never, hut 
never, brag on a piece of machi¬ 
nery is the motto around this 
rrintshon: for as sure as you 
do it will go kaflooey. usually 
right when you need it the 
most) 

The Rabcock was no excep¬ 
tion. Some people will tell you 
that a printing press is just n 
machine, incapable of human 
emotion. Courier printers whose 
ioh it was to run and maintain 
the Raheork will tell you differ¬ 
ently. “That press,” they will
